New York, Oct. 3L—[Special.]—As 
early as 6 o'clock this evening vast 
throngs of people were moving tn the 
direction of Madison Square Garden 
where the great Democratic masses 
were to assemble to greet Judge Par¬ 
ker, the Democratic Presidential candi¬ 
date. At 7 o'clock the Immense audi¬ 
torium was packed with people and the 
word was passed out to the one thous¬ 
and police stationed In the back of the 
hall to pass no more people as the gar¬ 
den was filled to suffocation. And so it 
whs, as there was not even standing 
room left. 

It was indeed a magnificent audience, 
excelling in magnitude any previous 
party meeting ever held In New York. 
Then the monster assemblage was 
full of genuine enthusiasm and 
hearty cheers greeted everything that 
was said and done. 

At a quarter of nine Judge Parker 
made his appearance upon the plat¬ 
form, and was immediately recognized 
by those In front, and a mighty roar 
went up from the throats of the great 
audience. Here, then, came perhaps the 
greatest ovation ever paid to a public 
man in New York, flags, haifi, bonnets, 
handkerchiefs were flung in the air: 
bands played and for nearly half an 
hour the wildest enthusiasm prevailed, 
and it was only through Judge Par¬ 
ker’s earnest efforts that quiet was 
finally restored so that he could maJce 
his speech. The many good and telling 
points of his remarks were received 
with enthusiastic applause, and at Its 
conclusion round after round of cheers 

greeted the distinguished speaker.

We need no new light; we need no new 
advice; we n«M-d no new theories on this 
subject; we need the coinage or the inven¬ 
tion of the brain of no man, however in¬ 
telligent. however well-disposed he may 
be, to devise for u#» what he conceived 
to be for the best Interests of this land. 
Our fa? hers determined this for us. a 
long time ago. and we have adopted It

NEGRO VOTE IN WEST VIRGINIA 


New York. Odt. 31 .—[Bpeclal.]—The 
tide to-night in New' Y r ork Is certainiy 
wlrth the Democrats, and as it is the 
last week of the campalg i. the outlook 
Is promising for the election of Judge 
Parker, at least so far as the electoral! 
vote of New York Is concerned. 

This tide, which is generally regard¬ 
ed nrs a pretty sure Indication of re¬ 
sults, set In here last Friday and has 
been steadily gaining since. No one 
seems to know the cause of It. but 
that I*t exists Is felt In the air and all 
the talk around public places. 

The Brooklyn Eagle poll of yester¬ 
day has doubtless much to do with the 
great Democratic confidence expressed 
to-day. That the Brooklyn Eagle 
should be aible to rta/Le not only In Its 
news columns, but editorially. Its be¬ 
lief that New York State will be car¬ 
ried for Parker and Herrick is signifi¬ 
cant for more reasons than one. In 
the first place, so thorough and syste¬ 
matic have been the preliminary can¬ 
vasses of tnls newspaper in 1 M> 1 , 19*)2 
and 1908, that with the same methods 
of obtaining data and making compu¬ 
tations tihere Is every possibility that 
this year, as in. the years mentioned, it 
will be close to the actual figures. In 
the three years when It has ventured 
predictions Its totals have been within 
hundreds of the actual returns. In the 
second place this paper now* for the 
first time re-enforcee» its deductions In

uncommon strength. Hitherto this has 
been treated by both sides as a pur¬ 
chasable bommodlty, the Republicans 
buying it oftener than the Democrats, 
and It Is a disagreeable fact that both 
have contributed to keep It such."

Negro Vote Will Fall Off. 


"T can’t see why the negTOes vent 
upon Mr. Davis their animosity towards 
the Democratic party.” remarked a 
close friend of the Vic? Preaidenilal 
candidate to-day. "He Is the best 
friend they have In that party. When 
the Democratic Stnte convention want¬ 
ed to put a disfranchisement plank into 
its platform, it was he who stood out 
and fought the proposition down. But 
the negroes never were with us. we 
shan’t miss them when they go in a 
body to the Republicans as they say 
they Intend to.” 

"Have you not had them with you In 
son»e campaigns?” 

"Ob, well, in some campaigns they 
have not been so actively Republican 
as in others. I can’t say that we have 
ever done more than modify their Re¬ 
publican Intensity at times.” 

"How many are there in the State, 
voters I mean?" 

"The last census put the number of 
male negroes twenty-one years of age 
and over at between 14,000 and 15.000." 

"Enough to swing the balance of 
pow*er In a State whose pluralities 
range between 10,000 and- 20 , 000 ?" 

“Certainly, but the negro vote will 
be found thJs year to have suffered 
a hen/vy falling off. Therefore, we 
don’t reckon with It so heavily," 

"What will cause its decline?" 

"Two things. The first is our or¬ 
ganization of a protective guard on the 
Virginia and Kentucky borders, across 
which the Republicans used to import 
shoals of negroes on election day. This 
year we have arranged the machinery 
for scrutinizing every negro vote and 
knowing where It comes from before 
we allow it to be oast. The second 
ia the reduction of force in so many 
of our mines wiiere negro labor ex¬ 
clusively was used. We have had a 
poll made of some of these concerns, 
and the amount of the drop has sur¬ 
prised even our men. who had felt 
most assurance on that point. Why. 
in one mine alone we found that 120 
men had been let out. Such figures 
are likely to tell a good deaJ of a story 
on election day, and keep us from ly¬ 
ing awake nights to worry over the 
negro vote."

Mr. Davis Is standing the campaign 
well. He Is the youngest-appearing 
man of eighty In the United States. 
I’ll venture to say. His voice is clear, 
his eye bright, his hearing apparently 
perfect, and his zest about anything 
that interests him as keen as you 
would find It in most men of sixty. 
As I chatted with him the other day 
In his baronial home on the hill over¬ 
looking Elkins, I could not detect a 
gray hair or a wrinkle added to the 
head that I remember so well in 
Washington twenty-one years ago. 
Both are probably there, but nature 
hus benevolently tucked them away 
where they would not be noticed. The 
former Seinitor is a sensible man. He 
lives far from the imuiding crowd, at 
the end of a picturesque little valley 
through W'hich a railroad train runs 
over a sawtooth track. A ride by rati 
from the main highway of travel down 
to the Davis homestead is equal to a 
horseback ride for improving the di¬ 
gestion. It is his frequent trips, 
doubtless, that keep tho Vice Presiden¬ 
tial candidate In such ruddy health 
while the inaccessibility of his harbor 
of refuge saves it from Invasion by 
the inquisitive horde. 

Everybody in West Virginia wheth¬ 
er Democrat or Republican has a kind¬ 
ly word for “Grandpa" Davis. The on¬ 
ly thing about him which his neigh¬ 
bors profess not to understand is why 
he doesn’t spend bis money more free¬ 
ly. Ignoring the fart that wrmt he

STATUE OF FREDERICK THE 
GREAT IS AT WAR COLLEGE. 


WONDERFUL 


Flight of Baldwin’s Air- 
ship at World's Fair. 


PROVES THAT IT IS DIRIGIBLE. 


RETURNS OVER SAME COURSE 
TO STARTING POINT. 


SAILS FAR ABOVE CASCADES. 


As the Machine Responds At the 
Will of Its Navigator Spectators 
Cheer Themselves Hoarse. 


COMPLETE TURNS ARE MADE. 


Bt. Louis. Oct. 31.—After circling in 
every direction at a height of 2,000 feet 
above the Cascades, in sight of thou¬ 
sands of cheering, enthusiastic specta¬ 
tors on the World’s Fair grounds, Roy 
Knabenshue, of Toledo, O.. in com¬ 
mand of the Baldwin atrshlp, to-day 
returned to the place from which he 
had started, over the same course that 
he had come, covering the three miles 
and a half of the round trip under his 
own power and demonstrating the 
claims of the Inventor, Capt. Thomas 
S. Baldwin, of Ban Francisco, that the 
"California Arrow," Is not only dirigi¬ 
ble, but that It can make headway 
against a moderate breeze. 

Knubenshue started from the aero¬ 
nautic concourse at 3:37 p. m. and re¬ 
turned after his remarkable flight at 
4:05 p. m. On the return trip the air¬ 
ship sailed slowly over the exact spot 
from which It had risen twenty-six 
minutes previously, and glided about 
100 feet further west, w'here It settled 

gracefully to th£ ground. 

• • • 

Demonstration Ensues. 


The descent of the Arrow -was the 
signal for a demonstration, the equal 
of which has not been seen since the 
wheels of the World’s Fair started last 
April in response to the pressure on a 
key by President Roosevelt. Dozens of 
eager hands were upst retched to grasp 
the frame of the airship, and the ma¬ 
chine, with Its daring navigator, w’as 
carried around the concourse upon the 
shoulders of shouting men. Hats were 
thrown In the air. and when Knaben¬ 
shue called for three cheers for his 
home towm. they were given with a will, 
and another rouud followed for Kna¬ 
benshue and Baldwin. 

• • • 

First Attempt Failed. 


Tlie successful flight came as a cli¬ 
max to a day full of discouragement. 
Baldwin and Knabenshue had worked 
for twenty-six hours without sleep in 
order to prepare for the flight, and the 
first essay at an ascent, with Baldwin 
himself in command of the airship, had 
ended disastrously, the Arrow* falling 
suddenly to the ground and breaking 
one of the blades of the propeller. 

After a hasty examination, Baldwin 
announced that the damage could be 
repaired at once, and said that Knaben¬ 
shue w’ould attempt another flight in a 
half hour. The crowd, w’hich was be¬ 
ing momentarily augmented, cheered 
the announcement and patiently aw*alt- 
ed while the repairs w'eVe being made. 

At the time Baldwin had stated, the 
airship was again brought from the 
aerodrome and hastily groomed for the 
flight. At a signal from Knabenshue 
the airship was cast loose and the mo¬ 
tor started. 

• • • 

Under Complete Control. 


The arrow rose slowly nnd easily, Its 
prow' directed toward the West. When, 
at a height of about 25 feet. Knabens¬ 
hue turned the rudder and the aorlal 
croft, answering to Its helm, pointed 
South and continued its flight without 
Interruption. 

Knabenshue at that time was not 
high enough to clear the aeronautic 
fence and os he rapidly approached it, 
the crowd held its breath, fearing that 
the craft would be dashed against the 
barricade, and the aeronaut badly in¬ 
jured, or j>erhaps killed. 

The young man w'ho clung to the 
frail support that affords the navigator 
of the California Arrow a precarious 
foothold, did not share the anxiety of 
the spectators. Waving bis cap to as¬ 
sure those who were following hJs every 
move. Knabenshue moved toward the 
rear of the airship. The Arrow pointed 
its prow upward and answering the 
pull of the propeller, soared lightly 
above the fence and rapidly gained un 
altitude of about 1.000 feet.

Passes Over Crowd. 


Washington. Oct. 81.—'Emperor Wlll- 
iam\s gift to the American people, the 
bronze statue of Frederick the Great, 
will be plat ed or Its pedeetal on the 
Esplanade of the Army War College at 
IQ o'clock to-morrow morning. The 
members of the German embas v staff 
will be present, and will b* given a pri¬ 
vate view of the e’aiue. As soon as It 
has been put In place, the statue will 
be veiled until the ceremonies on No¬ 
vember 19. when It will be unveiled by 
the German Ambassadress, the Baron- 
erj* £peok von &tertiburg. and will be 
formally presented by the German Am. 
bassador. 

Death of An Actress. 

New Y*ork. Oct. 31.—Mrs. Marie Van 
Ruren Ovetend, whose stage naim» was 
Kate Singleton, died at the Actors* 
Home In West New Brighton to-day. 
of heart failure, aged Ilfty-nlne. She 
w-rtii born in Maine and went on the 
stage tn 18fi5. first playing tvi the War¬ 
ren Stock Comj>any in Cincinnati For 
many yeajs she wa* in Augustin Daly's 
company. 


Knabenshue again changed the direc¬ 
tion of the craft and passed over the 
crowd In the oc-ncounre. who. although 
hoarse from cheers, did its bent to **n- 
couragc the daring youth In command 
of the sw'tftly^moving ship. 

The "chug. c*'ug. chug," of the motor 
could be plainly heard, and the rays 
of the sun glistened upon the Silver 
tinted blades of thv propeller, nuking 
a halo around the prow' of the flying 
machine. 

After proceeding about half to three- 
quarters of a mile westward. Knabene. 
hue turned the airship about arid again 
passed over the concourse, Jit the same 
time increasing hi* altitude until he 
was about 2,000 feet above the earth. 

* i • 

Makes Full Turns. 

Sailing first to the northeast and then 
to the southeast, occasionally making 
complete turns. Knabenshue continued 


In a generally easterly direction until 
over the cascades, the center of the 
World's Fair grounds, and about a mile 
ar.4 a half. In a dfrreot line from the 
point of starting. 

At about that time, tbe barely per¬ 
ceptible breeze that had been blowing 
from the northwest. Increased to about 
eight miles an hour nnd veered to the 
north. 

In order to return to the starting 
point It was necessary for Knabenshue 
to breast this breeze. It could be seen 
that his first effort to turn the airship 
from a course before the wind w*as un¬ 
successful and fears were expressed 
that Knabenshue could not complete 
the demonstration by returning to the 
concourse.

AGGRESSIVE 


Movement By the Japan, 
ese Seems Imminent. 


THEIR ARMY IS RE-ENFORCED 


BY A FORCE ESTIMATED AT 
FROM 40,000 TO 60,000. 


He attempted several times to turn 
to the left, and then suddenly swung 
the rudder sharply in the other direc¬ 
tion and the Arrow came into the w’lnd, 
ataggered a moment and then, gaining 
power, came toward the concourse at 
a speed that caused the spectators to 
cheer and toss thelx hats Into the atr. 
The demonstration was observed by 
Knabenshue. who leaned far out and 
waved an empty ballast bag. 

Without deviation the California Ar¬ 
row continued on in the teeth of the 
breeze, gaining speed and rushing to¬ 
ward the concourse In an imposing 
manner. 

When within a few’ hundred yar-ls 
of the concourse Knabenshue moved 
forward, the Arrow' responded Imme¬ 
diately to the downward shift and 
sailed toward the ground without a 
dimJntshmont of speed. 

Knabenshue entered the concourse 
from the east ait a height of about 200 
feet, and slowing the speed of his 
motor, directed the airship directly 
over the wooden trestles that had sup¬ 
ported the Arrow' before the flight 
started. His momentum was too gTeat 
to admit of stopping exactly in the 
place from which he had made the as¬ 
cent, but the airship settled to the 
ground within 100 feet. 

• mm 

Tendered An Ovation. 


After Knabenshue had assisted in 
housing the airship in the aerodrome, 
he was tendered an ovation. He was 
introduced to President Francis, of the 
exposition. Mayor Wells of 8 t. Louis 
and many of the World’s t^air and city 
officials. Knabenshue's mother and 
wife, who had arrived from Toledo to¬ 
day Just in time to witness the flight, 
were present and added to the young 
aeronaut's happiness by Joining their 
praise to that of the distinguished 
men. 

Although he had Just completed the 
most remarkable flight in the history 
of American aeronautics, Knabenshue 
had only praise for the flying machine 
he had directed. His own share In the 
achievement was secondary. In his 
eyes, to the manner In which thq Cali¬ 
fornia Arrow' had supported the claims 
of the Inventor. 

• • • 

Knabenshue Talks. 

"There was not a momtent," said 
Knabenshue. "when I did not have 
complete control of the airship. It 
needed but the slightest pressure on the 
helm to change the direction of the 
vessel and the old Arrow responded to 
every demand that I made upon It. 

"I also profited by the lesson I 
learned on the first flight, and when l 
found the motor was working anv>oth- 
ly and evenly, furnishing all the power 
nec«?ssaTy for ft successful demonstra¬ 
tion. I let well enough alone and did 
not attempt to Increase the sparking, 
which setton caused the motor to *go 
dead* on my trial last Tuesday. 

"The mechanical part of the airship 
worked perfectly. The motor did not 
miss an ignition and the revolutions of 
the propeller w'ere steady and powerful. 
I am not sufficiently experienced to 
estimate the speed at w’hich I moved, 
and any way. I w*as too busy most of 
the time to make any calculation*. 

"The sensation was moM pleasant. 
No. I did not have time to think about 
the clanger. In fact, there was no re.il 
danger. An operator of the Baldwin 
Arrow' needs only to have an average 
amount of nerve, a little experience as 
an aeronaut, and he can make a suc- 
cessful flight." 

• • • 

Baldwin Delighted. 

Capt. Baldwin was extremely opti¬ 
mistic regarding the future of the air¬ 
ship. 

"I had about determined to leave St. 
Louis," he said. "In fact w*e had taken 
the Arrow apart and had it packed 
ready for shipment when arrangements 
were mode with the World’s Fair com¬ 
pany for additional flights. 

“Now' I will not be content to leave 
before I have had several trials for that 
3100,000*prlze. The conditions are rather 
severe, but I think the Arrow' can make 
the required distance within the time 
limit. 

"As a result of to-day’s flight I have 
unquestionably qualified for a trial. 
Knabenshue w'ent up with Instructions 
on*t to go far from the aeronautic con¬ 
course and to bring the ship to the 
ground after a trial of half an hour. 
He came within two minutes of obey¬ 
ing my instructions to the letter. 

"I am now convinced, and I really 
did not need to-day’s trial to do so. 
that I have a wonderful airship, and we 
will give daily exhibitions of varying 
lengths, to convince the people of the 
world that I arn right."

General Attack Is Still In Progress 
But No Details Are 
Given. 


JAP BOAT SUNK BY MINE.

Mob Pursuing a Negro. 

Montgomery, Ala.. Oct. 31.—It I s * re¬ 
port* 1 that a large mob is pursuing 
with bloodhounds Jiin Harden, a negro 
who killed Wilson Davenport, a prom¬ 
inent contractor of Maple?vHte, Ala. 
The people of that section are staid to be 
frenzied with ruge, and if the negro is 
captured a lynching is probable. - 


According to Russian reports, th® 
army of Field Marshal Oyatna con¬ 
fronting the Rus.lnn forces in the vi¬ 
cinity of the £hakhe river has been re¬ 
enforced from 40,000 to 00.000 men from 
Port Arthur and Japan. Earlier re¬ 
ports have indicated that Gen. Kuro- 
patkln has received nearly equal ac¬ 
cessions to his forces, although yester¬ 
day’s dispatches from Mukden Inti¬ 
mated the contrary and convey the im¬ 
pression that the present moment finds 
the Russians not fully prepared to meet 
a Japanese advance that may be ex¬ 
pected to begin at any hour. A Rus¬ 
sian advance seems to be regarded og 
questionable owing to the Tact that the 
period since the close of the battle of 
Shakhe river has been devoted by the 
Japanese to a strenuous prosecution of 
the work of entrenching. The contend¬ 
ing armies are within close touch, and 
any outpost brush or recon no issance 
may bring on a general engagement. 
Therp is much cannonading of posi¬ 
tions on both sides, Poutlloff (Lone 
Tree Hill) being a marked storm cen¬ 
ter. 

Dispatches from Che Foo describe 
desperate and continuous fighting at 
Port Arthur, but beyond the general 
statement that the besiegers have oc¬ 
cupied a number of portions, no de¬ 
tails of the progress of the attack are 
given.

AN AGGRESSIVE MOVEMENT 


By the Japanese Is Indicated All 
Along the Line. 

Bt. Petersburg. Nov. 1, 3:05 a. m.— 
Everything indicates that both the Jap¬ 
anese and Russian armies south of 
Mukden are ready for a resumption of 
hostilities. If. Indeed, fighting has not 
already begun. Gen. Kuropatkin re¬ 
ports that the Japanese have received 
re-enforcements from the south and 
Feng Wang Cheng. Their concentration 
seems to have been accomplished and 
they are ready to resume the offensive 
both eant and west of the railroad. 
There is no official estimate of the 
strength of the Japanese re-enforce¬ 
ments. but correspondents place it at 
from 40.000 to 60,000. It is believed the 
Japanese force has been very larg?ly 
augmented both from Port Arthur, 
w’here an engineering siege has been 
b**gun. and Japan, from w'hence It is 
understood every available man is being 
drafted. It seems to be assured that 
the Japanese will be able to meet Gen. 
Kuropatkin on almost, if not quite an 
equal numerical footing. The mere fact 
that they are again threatening a 
‘double flanking movement Indicates 
Field Marshal Oyama’s confidence In 
the sufficiency of the force at hJs dis¬ 
posal. 

It is believed here that the second 
battle on the Shakhe river will prove 
to be as much bigger and more serous 
than the first, as the first was more 
perious than the battle of Liao Yang. 

Dispatches indicate the resumption 
of fighting on both extremities of the 
Russian front. The night of October 
30 the Japanese attacked the Russian 
entrenchments ea*t of Slnchlnpu, but 
were repulsed, thoui'h the bom ardment 
continued throughout the night. A Jap¬ 
anese advance has also begun against 
the Russian positions at Tunganon, a 
mile and a half north of Bentslaputze. 
Thus U appears that the Japanese are 
becoming aggressive along the whole 
front, from Bentelnputze on the ex¬ 
treme east to Blnchlnpu which is west 
of the Shakhe river, where that stream 
bend* south after crossing the rail- 
r ,j§ This probably constitutes the ex- 
rfv me Russian west, making the battle 
front about the same as w'hen Gen. 
Kuropatkin began his southern move¬ 
ment. 

The latest reports from Port Arthur 
are by no means encouraging. Gen. 
Stoessel is making a good defense, but 
the Japanese are approaching now' by 
parallels confessedly clcse to the Im¬ 
portant Russian fortifications. While 
this form of attack Is less spectacular 
and less costly, in men. It is no I ss 
conclusive in the ultimate results, de¬ 
manding a sleepless defense and being 
almost Impossible to frustrat*. 

ASSAULT WAS FIERCE 

When the Third General Attack On 
Port Arthur Was Begun. 

Che Foo, Oct, 31, 3 p. m.—Tlie general 
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assault upon Port Arthur, which be¬ 
gan In a preliminary way on October 
24, developed Into a fiercely raging bat* 
tie yesterday, when, according to a 
hitherto infallible authority, the Jap¬ 
anese flung heavy force* against the 
fortress in their third attempt to secure 
& commanding position. 

The Japanese have been preparing 
for thia assault for a month. It Is be¬ 
lieved that the Japanese did not ex¬ 
pect to capture the town on this occa¬ 
sion. but to accomplish another im¬ 
portant forward step. This plan was 
adopted following the first assault, 
when thousands of lives were sacrlfied 
in an attempt to swarm over the for¬ 
tifications by a mere force of numbers, 
regardless of loss. 

This assault, like the previous one, 
was an incident following weary weeks 
of trench digging, gun mounting and 
•mall engagements. In the opinion of 
experts the assault wLll cease when the 
Japanese have secured such positions 
«e will enable them to creep steadily 
closer under the noses of the Russian 
guns. It is believed that two more 
general assaults will be necessary be¬ 
fore the distance between the belliger¬ 
ent lines is sufficiently shortened to 
make an attempt to enter the main 
forts and make the end of the siege 
practicable. 

Owing to the constant shelling of 
Port Arthur, the Russian ships there 
maintain low pressure steam so as to 
enable them frequently to change their 
positions. Since October 6 the Retvl- 
xan, Poltava and Peresviet have often 
been hit, and one steamer used In 
sweeping for mines was sunk. One 
gun of the Electric hill battery and one 
on Marble hill have been dismounted 
by Japanese shells. 

The local Japanese are Jubilant over 
the Port Arthur situation. 


the rorpjER-.TorrtyAL, louisville, Tuesday morning. 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 31.—A telegram 
from Gen. Stoessel dated October 17 
constitutes the Idlest Russian news 
from Port Arthur. The General then 
announced that the Russians had re¬ 
pulsed a Japanese attack on the forts 
north and northeast of Port Arthur Oc¬ 
tober 16 with heavy loss to the assail¬ 
ants. 


Subsequently there was a meeting of 
the Cabinet. 

It is understood that Ambassador 
Henckendorff complained of Premier 
Ralfour's attack on Vice Admiral Ro- 
Jestvensky during his speech at South¬ 
ampton Friday: The Foreign Secre¬ 
tary. however, declined to consider the 
matter, as not coming within his prov¬ 
ince. 

Mr. Balfour had half an hour's audi¬ 
ence with King Edward before the 
Cabinet meeting to-day. 

The convention being arranged be¬ 
tween Great Britain and Russia with 
the view to the establishment of nn in¬ 
ternational commission to Investigate 
the facjs in the North sea Incident was 
the principal subject of discussion by 
the Ministry*, the procedtue, scope and 
powers, and especially the action to be* 
taken on the findings of the commis¬ 
sion. being carefully considered. 

Delegates representing Great Brit¬ 
ain and Russia will argue their respec¬ 
tive cases before the commission, pro. 
duclng the necessary witnesses, who 
will be liable to cross-examination. 

The Foreign Office Informed the As¬ 
sociated Press this evening that the 
Anglo-Russlan negotiations were pro- i 
ceedlng quite satisfactorily. The per- | 
fionnel. date and place oPmeeting of the 
International commission are under dis¬ 
cussion. but nothing has been defi¬ 
nitely decided.

CORDON DRAWING CLOSER 

And the Jape Are Terrifically Bom¬ 
barding Port Arthur. 

Shanghai, Oct. 31.—According to ad¬ 
vices reaching Shanghai, what is con¬ 
fidently* expected by the Japanese to be 
the last general attack on Port Arthur 
was begun October 26. Further details 
of the fighting on that day tell how the 
Japanese Infantry that afternoon 
stormed the Russian trenches on Sung- 
shu mountain and those on a hill in 
front of Rihlung mountain, as well as 
a position on the slope of the latter. 

The Japanese marines shelled the 
Russian positions so skillfully that not¬ 
withstanding a hand-to-hand fight be¬ 
tween the infantry on both sides, only* 
four Jigar.ese soldiers were killed and 
these were killed by Japanese shells. 
The Russians were forced to retreat. 

The side of the hill in front of Rth- 
Jung mountain is almost vertical. The 
Japanese used the holes made by the 
shell fire for footholds and success¬ 
fully stormed the hill In the face of a 
fl-rce resistance. Within half an hour 
the Japanese had dug trenches which 
formed a protection from the Russian 
shells. 

The Russians bombarded and captur¬ 
ed positions and made several counter 
attacks, but these were successfully 
r^pqlsed by Japanese machine guns, 
whlrh was rushed up the slopes. 

The entire Japanese cordon is draw¬ 
ing closer, and a terrific bombardment 
Is taking place. 

THE JAPANESE ARMY 


In the Vicinity of Mukden Is Being 
Largely Re-enforced. 

Mukden. Oct. 31.—The Japanese army 
Ip rapidly being re-enforced, and it La 
expected that the new troops will 
shortly reach from forty to sixty thou¬ 
sand. Thds greatly complicates the 
problem confronting the Russian com¬ 
mander. The whole energies of the 
Russians must be devoted to holding 
their positions unless they can bring 
up large re-enforcements speedily. 
Even In that case the situation prom¬ 
ises to become increasingly difficult. 
The Japanese fortifications already are 
far too strong, supported as they are 
by s4ege guns and rapid-fire pieces, to 
be carried by frontal assault. 

Two battalions returning early on 
the morning of October 29 from the 
banks of the .Shakhe river, came upder 
fire from Japanese twelve-inch guns. 
Several shells falling In the Russian 
ranks, did considerable damage. One 
man was rendered deaf and dumb, but 
was otherwise uninjured, and another 
was thrown Into a ditch and buried 
alive. A number were killed. 

Simultaneously with the attack on 
Sinchlnpu on October 30 the Japanese 
assaulted the position held by the Mor- 
ehansky regiment close by, but were 
repulsed. 

A cannonade against Pnurlloff (Lone 
Tree) Hill has been In progress since 
the night of October 30 without effect. 

Sunday night there was a rifle and 
artillery fire from the Japanese along 
the whole Russian front. Russian 
•harpphooters are worrying the Japan¬ 
ese considerably at night. 

Russian Loan In Germany. 

Berlin. Oct. 31.—Emperor Nicholas 
received Herr Ernest von Mendelsohn 
the Berlin banker. In audience Satur¬ 
day. This Is regarded on the Bourse 
as indicating that the negotiations for 
a new Russian loan in Germany have 
been concluded. The details are not 
known here yet. but It is clearly un¬ 
derstood that the loan will not be float¬ 
ed until January or February. 1906 
Herr von Mendelsohn's house has long 
been Russia's banker In Berlin. 

Bandits and Spies Active. 

Harbin. Oct. 31—The activity of 
Chinese bandits is Increasing along the 
railroad, and the region Is swarming 
with Japanese spies in Russian, Chinese 
and Euroix-an disguises, who are offer¬ 
ing large rewards for the capture of 
Chinese engaged In supplying the Rus¬ 
sian commissaries, hoping thus to crip¬ 
ple the Russian supply department. 

A Request For Indemnity. 

Berlin. C>ct 31—The German Govern¬ 
ment has presented to Russia a request 
from the owner of the German fishing 
vessel Bonn tag, recently fired on by the 
ships belonging to the Russian Pacific 
rquadron. for Indemnity as the result 
of damage -to his nets and loss of time. 
The Foreign Office presumes the claim 
will be admitted and promptly paid. 

CABINET MEETING 

HELD IN LONDON. 


Took Ten Cents’ Worth of Morphine 
and It Is Not Believed She 
Will Survive. 


Mrs. Seva Simmons, thirty^ years of 
age, attempted to end her life by swal¬ 
lowing ten cents' worth of morphine at 
9 o’clock last night at her home. Sev¬ 
enth and Zane street®. Her husband, 
Samuel Simmons, was at work in the 
Loudfiville and Nashville railroad shops, 
but was hastily summoned.* An am¬ 
bulance was called and Mrs. Simmons 
was taken to the City Hospital, where 
It is believed that she cannot recover. 

When Mr. Simmons reached his home, 
his wife was lying unconscious on the 
bed. On the table was a note saying 
that she had ended her life and asking 
him to take care of the children. He 
did nut accompany her to the hospital. 

Mr. and Mrs. Simmons came here 
from Glasgow two months ago. There 
are three children, the oldest being C 
girl of fourteen years. Mr. Simmons 
said last night that he and his wife 
were on goo<| terms, and that he knew 
of no reason why she should have de¬ 
sired to end her life |

Gus Bronger, member of the firm of 
Bronger Bros., proprietors of a saloon 
on Green street, between First and 
Second iftreets, was arrested yesterday 
afternoon by Patrolmen Leaehman and 
Lawler charged with f hooting at with¬ 
out Hvoumling. Mr. Bronger fired uvo 
shots at a negro, who had become an¬ 
gered at him and had thrown rocks 
through his rear windows. The negro 
was Joe Ballard, who entered the rraloon 
early In the afternoon and demanded 
a drink. When he refused to pay Bron¬ 
ger ushered him out and an hour later 
the negro appeared at the rear and 
threw at Bror.ger through the windows 
Bronger then secured a weapon and 
fired at Ballard. The latter could not 
be found by the police. 

Escaped Convict Caught. 

James Hayden, an escaped prisoner 
from the Frankfort penitentiary, was 
arrested at the Bourbon Stockyards at 
7 o'clock last ntght by District Detect¬ 
ives Moran and Ahem. Hayden Is a 
Louisville man, who was sent to the 
penitentiary two years ago charged 
with housebreaking He escaped three 
months ago when his term was nearly 
completed. He will be returned to 
Frankfort this morning.

Company for many years. The Waters- 
Plerce company was the agent and 
Western branch of the Standard Oil 
Company In the South and West. Many 
financial battles have been fought for 
the control of these interests, but the 
mdlllonaJne St. Louisan always man¬ 
aged to hold a majority of the stock 
In the Waters-Plerce branch, thereby 
running the oil business of the West 
and South as well. One report declares 
that Pierce has been losing heavily In 
stocks lately, and that In his skirmishes 
in the New York Stock Exchange he 
received a "squeezing." 

The Standard Oil interests are said 
to have gained a great deal of the stock 
of the Mexican Central railway, a com¬ 
pany financed by St. Louis capital, 
much of which was furnished by H. 
Clay Pierce. 

Accompanying the reports comes the 
statement that many of the relatives 
of Mr. Pierce are slated to go. Of these, 
there are a host. 

A. M. Finley, a brother-in-law* of H. 
Clay Pierce, holds the position of Pres¬ 
ident. He refused to be seen to-day to 
discuss the affairs of the company. He 
referred a reporter to C. P. Aricert. but 
the latter could not be found.

These gentle¬ 
men are mapping out the new course 
for the company.

Charge Made That Collector Craft Is 
Still Removing C. E. Sapp’s

A dispatch from Washington yester¬ 
day announced the dismissal from the 
revenue service of Samuel M. Carson 
and Edward Slater, both of whom were 
appointed and qualified under the reign 
of C. E. Sapp ns Collector of Internal 
Revenue. The dismissal is said to be 
the result of the efforts of the anti- 
Fnpp faction of the Republican ma¬ 
chine. Both Carson and Slater have 
been relegated to the rear during the 
Incumbency of Joseph A. Craft. Mr. 
Carson was seen at his home last night 
and said his dismissal was expected. 

”1 have had thirteen days’ work since 
Mr. Craft has been at the head of the 
service In our branch. 1 was called 
upon to fill the place of gauger in one 
of the East End distilleries in March. 
1802. Since that time I have not been 
called upon for an hour's work.” 

Asked if he had been notified official¬ 
ly of his dismissal. Mr. Carson replied 
that he had not. "Though I expected It 
sot** time ago. the first intimation I 
had that it had happened was when I 
read it In the papers. A lot of us who 
were appointed under Mr. Sapp’s ad¬ 
ministration have been let out since 
Mr. Craft and his crowd have been In, 
and nothing more was said about it. 
They let me out because I whs never 
friendly with the crowd, f was bitter¬ 
ly opposed to Mr. Willson for Governor. 
1 am a friend of Dr. Hunter and of Mr. 
Sapp, and that gang has no time for 
me. I suppose that is the reason Mr. 
Slater was let out. oj he stpod exactly 
where 1 did on the questions that caus¬ 
ed my relegation. Mr. Slater has not 
had an assignment under Mr. Craft 
and has not expected It. It was a sur¬ 
prise to me w hen I was called upon to 
work ihe thirteen days 1 got under 
him." 

Mr. Carson says that a few months 
before Mr. Sapp retired from the office 
he was colled upon by the Treasury 
Department to furnish a list of sixty 
names for appointment under what is 
know’n as rule six. providing for extra 
gaugers. The list was furnished and 
the men qualified, but now, according 
to Mr. Carson, there are only six re¬ 
maining In the service, and none of 
them is ever given assignments to duty.

Dr. Enelow was fol¬ 
lowed by Dr. Bruce Lentz in a short 
talk to the boys In which he urged them 
to lead honest, upright lives, and point¬ 
ed out to them the numerous snares 
that entrap the unwary boy who al¬ 
lows himself to be influenced by un¬ 
wholesome associations. ' 

George Ford, a graduate of last year’s 
classes in the Newsboys’ night school, 
delivered a short address which was 
received with close attention by the 
boys. 

A double quartette of newsboys from 
Mrs. M. B. Tucker's class In the night 
school rendered some musical selec¬ 
tions with credit, the exercises closing 
with light refreshments. A large crtrwvj 
of friends of the institution, besides an 
unusually large number of boys, at¬ 
tended the exercises.

RARE COPY OF PENTATEUCH. 


Chicago, Oct. 31.—To a class of little 
Idhlldren In the Sunday-school of the 
First Congregational church of Oak 
Fork the Rev. William K, Barton Sun¬ 
day for the first time made known the 
result of his long labor.® In the complete 
translation of the Samaritan Penta¬ 
teuch, or five books of Moses, says the 
tTrtbune. In this manuscript, which la 
the Bible of the Samaritans, was dis¬ 
covered the eleventh commandment, in 
Which God commands Moses to build 
kn altar on Mount Gerlzlm. 

During 2.300 years the original Penta¬ 
teuch from which Dr. Barton's rnpy 
was made has been carefully guarded 
by the high priests of the Samaritans, 
and so jealous has been their care of 
the valuable manuscript that It ha 3 
been exposed to public view but once 
In every year. 

For hundreds of years the priests be¬ 
lieved that It would be a profanation 
of the relic to allow even a copy of It 
to pass Into the hands of thope of a 
different faith, and In all the world. It 
Is said, there are only twenty copies 
extant, five of which arc owned In the 
[United States. 

Two copies are owned by Dr. Barton, 
the Lennox library of New York has 
one. the Drew Theological Seminary 
another, and the fifth is the property of 
the Rev. Dr. Watson in New York. The 
oldest copy owned by Dr. Barton was 
obtained by hint two years ago from a 
■ron of High Priest Jacob Aaron, at 
JNablous, Palestine, and was in actual 
use In the synagogue when he bought 
it.

| Commandmtnt Is Translated. 

r - 

The Eleventh commandment, which 
Is found in the Samaritan Pentateuch 
kind in. no other, reads, according to the 
translation of Dr. Barton, us follows: 

And It shall come to pass, when Je¬ 
hovah, thy God. shall bring thee tu the 
land of the Canaauite, whither thou 
goest to possess It. that thou shall set 
thee up great stones, and plaster them 
/with plaster. And It shall be when ye 
pas*; over the Jordan that ye shall set 
■up these stones (which) l command you 
this day. in Mount Gizlm. And thou 
jshalt build there an altar to Jehovah 
thy God. an altar of stones Thou 
•halt not lift upon the Iron. With per¬ 
fect stones shaU thou build the attar 
of Jehovah tbv God. And thou shalt 
sacrifice peace offerings and thou shalt 
eat there and rejoice before Jehovah 
thy God. This mountain Is on the 
other side of Jordan, behind the way of 
the going down of the sun. In the land 
jof the Cariuanib s, which dwell In the 
iArabah, over against Gllgal, beside the 
Dak of Moreh, beside Schechem. 

"In the time of Christ it was a dis¬ 
puted question ' a« to whether Moses 
had been commanded to worship on 
Mount Gerlzlm or In Jerusalem." said 
Dr. Barton. "When Jesus talked with 
the Samaritan woman at the well, and 
she asked him whether men should 
worship on that mountain or In Jeru¬ 
salem. she put a question that Is still In 
dispute. 

"Two years ago, when I was In Pal¬ 
estine, visiting ih<* high priest of the 
Samaritans* Jacob Aaron, his son. 
called me aside one day and inquired 
(whether I would like to have a copy of 
the original manuscript of the five 
books of Moses. The one which he 
offered me was on hand-made paper, 
■written by the high priest himself, and 
I purchased it, together with the metal 
case In which it \va# kept. J could not 
read It at the time. It bring written in 
the ancient Samaritan language, and 
after I had brought it home l found I 
had inadvertently placed it upside 
down In tne cast*, so that It was a long 
time before I got started in my trans¬ 
lation.

William Forbis, of Garnettsvllle. Is In 
Louisville investigating the disappear¬ 
ance of Malcolm Norton, wno Is sup¬ 
posed to have left Louisville Inst Fri¬ 
day. after leaving a note saying his 
body would be found in the river. Mr. 
Forbis came here at the request of Mrs. 
Mary Funk. Norton’s mother, who Is 
almost frantic wRh fear over the dis¬ 
appearance. Mrs. Funk believes her 
son was murdered ami requested Mr. 
Forbis to Institute a rigid search for 
him. 

Mr. Forbis began the search yester¬ 
day and believe* that young Norton l« 
alive. He says he finds no evidence to 
the contrary, but discovered yesterday 
that Norton removed from his room at 
610 West Market street, some extra 
wearing apparel, consisting of two pairs 
of trousers, a vest and his overcoat. Mr. 
Forbis also learned that Norton was 
seen talking with the ticket agent at 
the Seventh street station the night be¬ 
fore the note was found, and that his 
manner indicated he In-tended leaving 
Louisville. A barber employed in a shop 
at 321 Third street said he saw Norton 
yesterday morning walking on Jefferson 
street, near Fourth avenue. 

Mr. Forbis took charge of Norton’s 
effects, consisting of clothing, two life 
insurance policies, aggregating $650. and 
some household goods stored In a public 
warehouse, for which Norton held the 
receipt, and will ship them to Gametts- 
vtlle unless Norton Is found. Mr. For¬ 
bis says he has been unable to find a 
motive for suicide or murder, and that 
he does not believe either Is responsible 
for the disappearance of Norton.

TO GET MEN TO TOWN. 


Last night was Halloween, and a 
trying one tor the police, for the small 
boy was out . numbers celebrating the 
occasion in the usual way. It was not 
only a trying night for the police, but 
for the citizens In every section of the 
city. In the residence sections the po¬ 
lice were kept busy chasing busy 
crowds of boys, while many citizens 
kept watch over their premises from 
some point of vantage. In the business 
sections the mischievous youngsters 
busied themselves by moving sign¬ 
boards and playing all kinds of pranks. 
The boys were out with the dusk, 
armed with hatchets, hammers, chisels 
and screwdrivers, and whenever they 
found an unwatched gate there was 
soon a vacancy. 

At roll call last night the patrolmen 
In every police district were given or¬ 
ders to scatter suspicious crowds of 
boys and to prevent the usual depreda¬ 
tions as much a.s possible. While they 
were receiving the order, however, 
bevies of youngsters were planning for 
the nig' s work, and before the police 
were n their beats "things were 
doing.**' The telephones In all the po¬ 
lice stations were kept busy, and com¬ 
plaint after complaint was registered. 
Everything from a gate to two-horse 
wagon was reported missing. Com¬ 
plaints that front, yard and campus or¬ 
naments had fallen Into the hands of 
the boys were registered from several 
sections. 


The liaymarket square on East Jef¬ 
ferson street was made a "storm cen¬ 
ter" early last night, and ns a result a 
score of wagons were spirited away be¬ 
fore 8 o’clock. The police caught n 
crowd of urchins drugging a heavy 
wagon along Hancock street near Wal¬ 
nut and by strategy captured the 
bunch. It was learned from them that 
alt the wagons taken from the hay- 
market had been left at Hancock and 
Walnut streets. The police agreed to 
let them go home if they would return 
all the wagons removed. This was 
readily agreed to by the boys, who 
turned the wagon about and started 
back. They were scarcely out of sight 
of the policeman, however, when they 
left the wagon In the middle of the 
street and scudded away.

Japanese May Succeed Americans, 
Who Talk of Giving Up 
the Business. 


1 *‘jtice grow'ers of Texas are operating 
j under adverse conditions at the present 
1 time, and unless there Is a radical 
: change in the system of milling one- 
third of those now engaged In the rice 
culture In my State will be obliged to 
I retire,” snid Ross L. (’lark, of Port La¬ 
vaca. Texas, accord'ng to a New Or- 
leans telegram to the Ft. Louis Re¬ 
public. 

Mr. Clark Is the owner of a large rRe 
| plantation and general farm nine miles , 
from Port Lavaca, and recently com- 
1 pleted the erection of a mill on his I 
| premises for the treatment of his prod- | 
1 acL * 

"In Texas.” says Mr. Clark, "the mills j 
1 ate operated and owned by people who 
h.^ve been lawyers, merchants or bank- 1 
era, and are not experienced mill men. 

1 Tuey own small mills all over the State, j 
which are paying a profit of 40 to 120 . 
P^r cent, annually. There is no uniform 
I system f or the purchitee of rice from 
1 the producer, some buying it outright 
md others milling It on toll rates. The | 
latter are able to dispo?e of the product 
1 cheaper than the former, as they tuk * 1 
no chancer. The millers who buy the. 
rice pay $ 1.20 to $1.30 per sack at the I 
; mills. After the farmer pays 10 to 20 
cents a sack for freight what remains 
! to him does not cover the cost of pro¬ 
duction.” 

Mr. (’lark stated that New Orleans w 
the only rice market in the United 
States w’hcre expert millers are in j 
I charge «*f the mills, nnd where ail the 
mills try lo buy the rice outright from I 
the farmer. This. In Mr. nark's opin¬ 
ion, is the only remedy for the evil In 
Texas. 

Mr. Clark threw* some light upon the 
character of the Japanese who are com¬ 
ing to this country nnd engaging in rice | 
culture and other pursuit '. He brought , 
the first Jnpnnees colony into Texas 
accompanying them from San Francisco 
and retaining them in his employ until 
I those who deslreM to stay bought land 
of their own. 

It is a mistake to believe that the I 
Japanese are cheap laborers," he said 
"One of the first stipulations which 
they make is the payment of good w ag- | 
es, and they cannot be employer] «s 
cheaply as can the Mexicans or negroes. 
They are a very suj>erior people, alert, 
intelligent, well educated, energetic and 
thoroughly reliable with respect to the r 
financial obligations. 

"One cannot tell when he employs 1 
a Japanese whether he Is the common 
laborer which he pretends to be or the 


son of some dignitary, or commissioner 
of agriculture or representative of a 
banking house. They conduct them¬ 
selves in the same manner, live in the 
same style according to the station of 
a farm hand. labor as industriously at 
the plow and exerrise the same dili¬ 
gence in the mr^ of stock. Among the 
first colony I employed were n graduate 
of Stanford University, one from Tex¬ 
as and several Government employes. 
Thero was not one who did not have 
a mi ns substantial bank account than 
any of th* farmers In the vicinity."

“Business.” 

Monday Evening, Oct. 31. — Trading in 
atocka was of large volume, the market 
opening strong. There was the usuaI 
realising incident to Monday’s early trad- 
lng, but this developed later into pro¬ 
nounced bear pressure, without apparent 
reason other than that the market was 
found to yield fairly well and that heavy 
engagements of gold to go out by Thurs¬ 
day's steamer were reported. The market 
closed with recessions through the Hat of 
from 1 to 3 points. 

Rates for money failed to reflect any 
apprehension on the score of gold exports, 
call loans ruling at 2 to 2L, with time 
money for sixty days at 3 and 3*4, and tor 
periods up to six months at 3*4. Sterling 
ex chan go was easier. 

Large shipments of wheat from Russia, 
which camo as a surprise, appeared to be 
the chief influencing factor In the wheat 
market, with declines of lVfrc and l%c In 
December. Corn was up a shade, and 
oats off fto. 

The cotton market was featureless. 
The Chicago cattle market was steady; 
tho hog market 6c and 10c and the sheep 
market stronger. 


Mr. Hay’s Circular Not®. ^ 

Efforts In tho Interest of peace among 
nations are always to be encouraged, 
although they are often nugatory. No 
better proof of this Is needed than that 
the Czar of Russia, who proposed The 
Hague conference six years ago, is now 
engaged In a desperate struggle with 
Japan, brought about solely by Russian 
aggression. We may safely Infer from 
this that suggestions In behalf of peace 
do not always originate with those who 
sincerely desire to see It perpetuated. 
For all that, friends of peace welcome 
any suggestion which even remotely 
tends to prevent war. 

Mr. Hiay, our Secretary of State, under 
Instructions from the President, has 
responded to the request of the Inter¬ 
parliamentary Union to Invite all na¬ 
tions to send representatives to another 
peace conference. He insists that the 
time Is not Inopportune for this, al¬ 
though a great war Is now In progress. 
By way of sustaining this contention 
he cites the fact that when the Czar 
asked the nations, August 24, 1S98. to 
meet In conference In the Interest of 
peace, the United States and Spain had 
merely halted In their struggle. In 
other words they had only agreed upon 
an armtetioe. But the cases are by no 
means parallel. There Is no armistice 
now between Russia and Japan, though 
that ts a minor point. The Spanish war 
was not one of the Issues which were 
doubtful. Its termination was foreseen 
from the beginning. When the armis¬ 
tice was agreed upon, it was generally 
recognized that the war was over, and 
that this country would dictate the 
terms of peace, rt could not be fairly 
said therefore, as It can now, that u 
great war was in progress. All that can I 
be said is that the terms of peace ha«l 
not been settled, because It was not , 
known certainly what conditions the j 
United States would dictate. 

At present a war is In progress com¬ 
pared with which the Spanish w'ar was 
a mere trine. Not only Is there no 
armistice, but no prospect of one. Both 
belligerents announce their intention to 
fight It out to the last man, and the 
last ruble or yen. and neither shows 
any sign of exhaustion. But the com¬ 
plication involves more than these two 
rfattons. By alliances and treaties there 
are other great nations that .may he In¬ 
volved. France must help Russia If any 
other country assails her. and on the 
same condition Great Britain must help 
Japan. The Interest of these countries 
In the pending struggle is. therefore, 
very great. Much is said of a recent 
understanding between Germany nnd 
Jtussla, the terms of which. If any ex¬ 
ists* are unknowm. China is immediate¬ 


ly Interested In the result, and appre¬ 
hensions are felt that she may become 
Involved. Thus the great Powers of the 
world, except the United Ftates. are 
vitally concerned In the pending strug¬ 
gle. which wu« by no means the case 
in 1898. 

A conference which Involves, as this 
war Is expected to do. the rights and 
duties of neutral®. the Inviolability of 
private property, ami the bombard¬ 
ment of ports, would Interest all the na¬ 
tions of the earth, and bring into dis¬ 
cussion the conduct of both Russia and 
Japan during the existing w'ar. The 
time does not seem peculiarly appropri¬ 
ate for such discussion, as the minds of 
those who would participate ato not 
sufficiently free from the bias of per¬ 
sonal interest to allow a dispassionate 
consideration of the case. A conference 
at the close of the struggle, like that 
at Paris after the Crimean war, would 
be much more promising of good re¬ 
sults. Passion would then have sub¬ 
sided In a measure, and arrangements 
could be made for preventing wars In 
future, or mitigating their horrors 
should they occur, without any certain 
knowledge that they would be In the 
Interest of any particular party, or, to 
the disadvantage of any other. 

These considerations Indicate that 
there may be some difficulty In respond- 
lng to the overtures of Secretary Hay 
at this time. But the Administration 
had reasons of Us own for not delaying 
the Invitation, however Inopportune it 
may be considered. The invitation of 
the Interparliamentary Union furnished 
an opportunity- not to he neglected by 
our War Lord, to pose as the friend of 
peace. To do this after November 8 
would be of no effect. The thing now 
demanded Is to relieve the fears of 
those who look upon the President as 
a dangerous man by reason of his dis¬ 
position to plunge the country Into a 
war from the mere love of glorious 
strife, and to show that American® are 
not weaklings. The Invitation to a 
peace conference Is expected to eclipse 
for a week the Big Stick. And this Is 
recognized abroad a» well as at home. 
Already It has been characterized in 
Europe as a mere electioneering device. 
If it had been delayed until after the 
election, this charge could not have 
been made, but In that event it would 
probably not have been Issued at all. 
Mr. Roosevelt is the friend of peace 
for one week only. 


the presidential, will serve to draw' out 
a full vote, and with a free and fair 
poll the odds will be largely with the 
Democrats. 

There Is one way In whidh Kentucky 
Democrats can render aid to their po¬ 
litical brethem In Indiana. They have 
already manifested their Interest and 
define to render service by sending 
their best speakers as participants In 
the canvass, but there Is still another. 
Indications have not l>een wanting to 
show that, as has occurred heretofore. 
| there will be an effort to transport 
negroes from Kentucky, where the 
hopelessness of success renders their 
retention needless, to Indiana, where 
their services will be required to se¬ 
cure a victory*. By r vigilance all along 
the river border of Kentucky this de¬ 
vice can be to a great extent thwarted. 
Any Indication of such movement 
should be promptly, reported to the 
Democratic Committee on the other 
side of the river, and with that view 
there should be some organization and 
communication with the proper per¬ 
sons in Indiana. Every prompting of 
good neighborship favors such aqtlon. 
Besides It Is not a mere local matter, 
Kentucky haa an equal Interest with 
Indiana In guarding against any such 
Illegal and corrupt method of determ¬ 
ining the electoral voto of that State. 
Should the result prove dependent upon 
It and the decision turn upon such 
transported votes, we should be Justly 
accountable for any neglect of effort 
to prevent It. The Democrats of 
Southern Indiana ore fully alive to the 
danger of this scheme and are exert¬ 
ing vigilance to thwart it, but for as¬ 
sured success they should have the full 
and hearty co-operation of their Ken¬ 
tucky brethren. 


All Eyes Are On Indiana. 

The political campaign In Indiana 
from now until the election will com¬ 
mand the undivided attention of both 
parties. If there is any one State 
which can 'be said to be the pivotal one, 
It Is this with Its fifteen electoral votes. 
With It eliminated there can be no 
tabulation entitled to credit naming 
the winning ticket, While the party se¬ 
curing its vote may be said to have a 
safe guarantee of victory. The Repub¬ 
lican party- early recognized this and 
selected for the second place on 'the 
ticket one of its Senators whose name 
had at one time been associated with 
the first. It was thought that In nom¬ 
inating Senator Fairbanks for Vice 
President Republican success would be 
assured, but the party* soon found Itself 
mistaken, and their error of Judgment 
haa become more and more apparent 
every day. The Democrats have in the 
past been more successful than their 
opponents In the "favorite son" expe¬ 
dients. Tllden, with Hendricks as his 
running mate, carried the State In 1876, 
while Hancock and English failed In 
1880, but in 1884 Its electoral vote was 
cast for Cleveland and Hendricks. In 
1888 the Republicans* recognizing the 
importance of the State, as an electoral 
factor, selected tram It their presiden¬ 
tial candidate, and through the "blocks 
of five" device and the free expenditure 
of money carried it for Harrison and 
Morton. But In 1892 reactionary in¬ 
fluences having set in against the Re¬ 
publican party and President Harri¬ 
son, Jts candidate for re-election, Mr. 
Cleveland carried the Dtate and was 
elected President. 

Under the conditions which have pre¬ 
vailed In Indiana since 1896. the Repub¬ 
lican ticket, strengthened by one of its 
prominent citizens, would have been 
assured of success. The Democratic 
party In that campaign and the suc¬ 
ceeding one was unhappily* tom by dis¬ 
sensions, and with Senator Fairbanks 
as the running mate of Roosevelt the 
Republican managers felt confident that 
the State had been safely taken out of 
the doubtful column. They there¬ 
fore believed that only a nominal can- 
mss of the State would be necessary 
and that the vice presidential candi¬ 
date oould be easily spared for serv¬ 
ice tn more distant fields. The harmo¬ 
nious result of the SL Louis conven¬ 
tion tended in some measure to dis¬ 
pel this fallacy, but It was 
only recently that the note of 
alarm was sounded, owing to 
the enthusiastic reunion of the for¬ 
mer discordant elements of the Dem¬ 
ocratic party, and the Republican man¬ 
agers discovered that they had reck¬ 
oned without their host. They* now 
realize th»t Instead of a walkover the 
chances for success are largely against 
them. Senator Fairbanks, called from 
Ws tour of other States, is now* making 
a hurried railroad canvass of his own, 
but it is not believed by hi# opponents 
that he can regain his lost ground. 

The outlook In Indiana favors 
Democratic succew. Under the skill¬ 
ful and energetic management of 
Chairman Taggart the Democratic or¬ 
ganization throughout the State Is 
thorough, and a poll gives every rea¬ 
son for hope and confidence that it will 
be redeemed and placed bark In the 
Democratic column. Effective speak¬ 
ers, Including a number of prominent 
Democrats from other States, will cover 
the State this week and arouse the 
sturdy Democracy of Indiana to their 
highest effort. The interest in the 
8 tate canvass, which Is equally os 
promising for Democratic results us 


A Long-Exploded Charge. 

Tn his speech here last Saturday Sen¬ 
ator Fairbanks repeated and eU Derated 
the stale- misrepresentation, so often 
exposed and disproved by the Courier- 
Journal. that Cleveland's Administra¬ 
tion was responsible for the panic of 
1893. and that the McKinley Adminis¬ 
tration brought in the revival of bus¬ 
iness. 

Every business man, in this section 
at least, knows that business depression 
began early In Mr. Harrison’s Adminis¬ 
tration and continued throughout his 
Administration. This ted to reductions 
of wages and resulted in the great 
Homestead strike and other strikes, all 
of which had much to do in bringing 
aboui Mr. Cleveland’s election. 

This depression began In the South 
a little earlier than in the West and 
North, owing to partial failure of crops, 
ccupled with low prices therefor, and 
to the exactions in the purchase by the 
South of its supplies, made possible by 
tho high tariff. 

Furthermore, the claim that the re¬ 
vival of business was due to Mr. Mc¬ 
Kinley’s Administration is equally un¬ 
true. Business, throughout ail this sec¬ 
tion at least, began to revive in 1896, 
Increased rapidly In 1896. and was still 
improving when Mr. McKinley came 
Into office In 1897. It continued to im¬ 
prove and prices to advance until* the 
result was a ’'boom," the usual nnd 
almost Inevitable result that follows pe¬ 
riods of depression. As an illustration 
of this the Courier-Journal publishes 
ti statement from one of the most rep¬ 
resentative manufacturing and Job¬ 
bing houses In this section, showing 
the course of business during all that 
period. 

The operations of this house cover a 
very wide territory. It Is thoroughly 
representative, because its business 
dealings are largely with the general 
merchants of the central and Southern 
portion of the country, and not with 
those carrying on special businesses. 

The Future of Premier Combes. 

Mr. Combes, the French Premier, has 
formulated hi® scheme for the separa¬ 
tion of church and State in France, but 
It is not to be /voted on for some time. 
Its salient feature is that It proposes a 
period of transition, four years, during 
which the church may make arrange¬ 
ments to support Its own clergy, in 
this respect It Is more moderate than 
the measure heretofore discussed. 

The question of greatest Interest Is 
whether Mr. Combes will continue Pre¬ 
mier long enough to see this measure 
enacted. Last week he missed defeat 
by the very narrow margin of four 
votes. Another crista like that would 
probably be the end of him officially. 
And French politics are so uncertain 
that a crisis may com® any day. 

Last spring, Mr. Combes was be¬ 
lieved to be riding for a fall, and it 
was expected to come directly after 
Easter. Good luck was with him. and 
instead of being driven from office he 
got a new lease of official life and 
larger majorities In the Chamber of 
Deputies. Now his prospects are dark 
again, and unless there should be an¬ 
other reaction in hte favor he may be 
out of office before the measure to end 
the Concordat can come to a vote. 

President Roosevelt In a letter to 
Tyner last June spoke of something he 
had said in a "message to Congress." 
Mr. Tyner replies that It was not a 
message to Congress, but a "proclama¬ 
tion." Mr. Roosevelt m his latest letter 
to Mr. Tyner now calls what he once 
called a message to Congress, a "memo¬ 
randum.” The truth Is that about the 
time it was issued Mr. Roosevelt, In the 
prosecution of his candidacy for renom- 
ln^tlon. was sending out so many 
"statement® from the White House" 
that he ha» been unable to keep track 
of them. This ''message to Congress," 
and "memorandum." was merely one of 
his statements from the White House.

of truth in what has been said. 

"What happened then? Well, It was 
not much of a circumstance, but to me It 
Indicate a great deal. What do you 
think has become of popular pride and 
feeling In a State, which the Republican 
managers claim by n majority of at least 
39. MW, when the Republican candidate for 
Vico President can walk through a 
crowded station—departing on a week's 
tour of tho State, with election day wait¬ 
ing breathless at tho end of that week— 
and not a voice be raised, hardly a head 
turned, nnd hut one man with the cour¬ 
age to grasp bis hand? 

"That’s what happened In tho Union 
Station in Indianapolis this morning. The 
station wne crowded with incoming and 
outgoing passengers, when doors at the 
northern entrance opened to admit Sen¬ 
ator Fairbanks, He wras attended by one 
person alone — a negro, who carried n 
small valise. There was no mistaking the 
nominee's Identity. If the Filipinos had 
during ihts past three months been able 
to read the newspapers which are to be 
found In the average American home, 
they would have recognized him on the 
spot. Yet, in his home town, starting out 
on a tour which may vitally affect the 
State, and possibly might make or un¬ 
make a President, he passed almost with¬ 
out notice. 

"His apodal train was waiting, and the 
hour schooled for its departure had ar¬ 
rived. The 8cnator was late, and at 
rather a rapid gait he swung through 
the station, and had traversed three- 
quarters of tho dtstanop to the doors 
which open upon the train shed before 
his progress was Impeded by so much os 
a ’How-do-you-do?' 

"Almost at the doora some admirer 
braved the accredited reserve and sa¬ 
luted the Senator. It was but a second, 
nnd tho nominee had disappeared. 

"I cannot understand it at all, for even 
though there were no honors of national 
Importance attached to him, his Is a per¬ 
sonality and a figure to attract attention 
in any place and at any time. In stature 
extremely tall, be adds to the effect by 
wearing a silk hat. which give® him an 
appearance of prodigious height Ordi¬ 
narily almost anyone would nt least turn 
to give such a figure a cursory glance. 
But they didn't In Indianapolis this morn¬ 
ing."

I used to call him Jim; In fact, stilt do. 
for I seo him occasionally. Jim It wm# 
who conceived the Idea of making the 
haunt a gend one on that memorable Hal¬ 
loween, and with a bsdahe®® undertook 
tho stellar role. Wo all backed him up 
In it—to the extent of prostrating our¬ 
selves behind a convenient fence at a 
respectable distance from tho usual gam¬ 
boling ground of the haunt. Jim was the 
only one who dared to venture fnto this 
territory. 

"Along about the time the evening had 
fairly advanced Jim appeared on the 
field, and we were In our positions—be¬ 
hind the fence. All that was needed now 
was some jwxLvstr+an anti our cast would 
be completes It wam’t long until the 
other character of the night's perform¬ 
ance came to the front, and I can say for 
Jim's istlent partners that It wasn’t Just 
What they were expecting. And tho act¬ 
ing member of our firm didn't s*em to 
take kindly either to tho dim White figure 
which kind of floated out from behind a 
tree. It was certainly a ghostly looking 
object- The same thought come to all 
of us at the same time—this other figure 
was the real haunt, and was getting even 
with a vengeance. Wo were horror- 
stricken and couldn’t move. Jifli couid.

failure of crop# or prices, excessive tariff 
extortion or unsettled conditions arising 
from Mr. Roosevelt's race policy, the 
fires will again rapidly go out throughout 
the whole country.

IN TWENTY-SEVEN STATES GOV¬ 
ERNORS ARE TO BE ELECTED. 


LEGISLATURES TO BE CHOSEN. 


New York. Oct. 3t—Nine national 
political conventions were held this 
year, and nine candidates for President 
and Vice President of the United States 
were nominated, but only six electoral 
tickets will be generally voted for one 
week from to-morrow. Besides "the 
two great political parties." seven oth¬ 
ers made nominations—People’s, Pro¬ 
hibition, Socialist. Socialist Labor. Con¬ 
tinental (labor). National Liberty (ne¬ 
gro) and Lincoln (negro). The two ne¬ 
gro parties, however, apparently ended 
their work when the National Conven¬ 
tions adjourned, os no electors have 
been selected, or at least none will ap¬ 
pear on any official ballot; and the 
Continental party seems to be confined 
to Illinois, and, perhaps to Chicago, the 
place of its origin. 

The terms of thirty United States 
Senators expire March 4 next. Seven 
of the vacancies have already been 
filled, and the Legislatures of twenty- 
t’hree States to be elected November 8 
will fill the other twenty-three. Mem¬ 
bers of the Holloa of Representatives 
are to be voted for in all except three 
States—Maine, Vermont and Oregon— 
which have already elected their Cun- 
gr**ssmen.

State Officers To Be Chosen. 


In twenty-seven States a Governor 
and all, or nearly all, the elective State 
officers are to be chosen; In five States 
minor Stnte officers are to be selected. 

South Carolina enjoys the distinction 
of having only one ticket In the field. 
All the other States have from four to 
six, Illinois leading with seven. There 
are three Republican tickets in Dela¬ 
ware, but only one variation In tihe 
names of the candidates, the nominee 
for Governor of the "Regulars’* refus¬ 
ing to abide by the decision of the fac¬ 
tional conference which recited In the 
•withdrawn! of the '’Union" candidate 
«rul an agreement upon a compromise 
ticket. The Republicans in Wisconsin 
will have a choice between two ticket* 
for State officers, the “Stalwarts" hav¬ 
ing decided to keep up their fight 
against La Poliette. The electors on 
both ticket*, however, are identical. 

The Democrats and People's party, or 
Populists, fused on the State ticket In 
Kansas and Nebraska, but In both 
States the People’s party named sepa¬ 
rate presidential electors. In Nevada 
the Democrat* and one wing oYTfie Sli¬ 
ver party divided the minor State offi¬ 
cers to be voted for. but the ‘ Stalwart 
Silver" men put up their own electors.

People's Party Active. 


The Peoples party, which indorsed 
Mr. Bryan in 1896 and 1900, has an ac¬ 
tive organisation in thirty-three of the 
forty-five States, the nominees for 
State officers and electors being on the 
official ballot in twelve States, and for 
electors In twenty-one. Efforts to this 
end were made in a number of other 
States, but the requisite number of sig¬ 
natures to petitions were not obtained. 

The Prohibitionists have electoral 
find State tickets In twenty-seven 
States, and electoral tickets In twelve 
others—one leea than In 1900.

ACTING SECRETARY TAYLOR 


Makes Another Statement Regarding 
the Treasury Deficit. 

Washington, Oct, 31.—H. A. Taylor, 
Acting Secretary of the Treasury, stfld 
to-day with reference to the speech of 
Judge Parker to a delegation of farm¬ 
ers last Friday; 

I made a brief statement a few cbiys 
ago, mildly calling attention to several 
very apparent errors on his part, unin¬ 
tentional. no doubt, but made out of the 
fullness of hia m^inform.uion in regard 
to the conduct of certain public affulrs. 
The Judge has not "joined Issue" us to 
any of the facts, neither has he admitted 
hi* mistakes, but he seems to have 
thought some reply necessary, and so he 
prepared a speech mixing up a few of my 
figure with many others, to which i 
made no reference* Judge Parker re¬ 
ferred again to the * Treasury deficit of 
$24,000,000 during the first two months of 
this fiscal year, and compared it with the 
small deficit of last year for the corre¬ 
sponding months. 

If he would himself look up the records, 
he would find, almost without exception, 
deficits In the boglnnlg of- each fiscal 
year; and often in recent year* they 
have been as large or larger than this 
year. It even appears that during tlt«* 
'••economical*' administration of President 
Cleveland, to which he so admiringly re¬ 
fers there were heavy deficits. In July 
and August. 1894 (Clrvelund), the deficit 
was J18.1SS.000. In July and August. 1897, 
Just after the close of the Cleveland Ad¬ 
ministration. there was a deficit of $23.- 
190,000. In 1898 the deficit was $25.580.<X‘<>. 
in 1*99. 444.89S.OOO. So Judge Parker’s com¬ 
parison, referring only to last year, wug 
hardly a fair one. 

NOT A CENT FOR BOODLE, 

But Plenty For Legitimate Expenses, 

Says Chairman Taggart. 

Indianapolis. Ind., Oct. 31.—[Sp^iall 
—Chairman Thomas Taggart, of the 
Democratic National Committee, Is 
rapidly closing up his work here in 
connection with the legislative cam¬ 
paign, and it is more than probable 
that he will start to New York on 
Thursday. -Since he reached Indiana 
he has been In almost constant commu¬ 
nication with leaders from the legisla¬ 
tive dlstrdicts and practically all of 
them have visited him at the Grand 
Hotel and received instruction* about 
getting out the vote. Replying to the 
charge to-day that he was giving out 
money to be used in the legislative dis¬ 
tricts. Mr Taggart said: "We are go¬ 
ing to have what money we need to 
meet the legitimate expenses of 'he 
campaign, but we -will not have a cent 
for boodle. We are helping ribser.t 
voters to get home to vote and will be 
prepared to hire carriages and wagons 
on the day of the eleotiom, but further 
than that there will be no money spent 
by the Democrats."

NEW PATROL WAGON 


WITH MANY IMPROVEMENTS 
PUT INTO SERVICE. 


Electrical Department, Recently Cre¬ 
ated, Begins Operations 
To-day. 


A new patrol wagon, containing many 
Improvements over the other* now 
owned by tihe city, was put Into service 
at Central Police Station yesterday. 
Among other innovations, the wngon's 
lamps are lighted by acetylene gas, a 
searchlight for use in searching dark 
alleys and byway* is attached to an 
arm near the driver's seat and one- 
half of the wugon can be converted in¬ 
to a cell, where unruly prisoner* can 
be confined while being taken to Jail. 
In other respects the wagon resembles 
those recently purchased by the city, 
and Is handsome and serviceable. It 
was made by a local wagon manufac¬ 
turer. 

"The wagon Is the most up to date 
owned by any city In Hie country," 
said Harry M. Brennan yesterday. "The 
acetylene gas 1* generated under the 
driver’s 6eat, and is used for the lamps 
as well as the searchlight, which I ex¬ 
pect to be of great service. The cage 
will allow' the wagon-guard to lock up 
a prisoner taken at a fire, and will not 
compel the guard to remain in the wag¬ 
on, and It will al?o save the officers 
clothes when prisoners show a dis¬ 
position to fight." 

BEGINS NEW DUTIES. 


Frank Parfltt Takes ChaTge of the 
Electrical Department. 

The city electrical department will 
begin operations to-day under the or¬ 
dinance recently paes^ by the General 
Council. Frank Parfitt, who was ap¬ 
pointed Electrical Inspector by Charles 
F. Grainger, the Mayor, will have an 
office on the third floor of the City 
Hall, adjoining the office of the Build¬ 
ing Inspector. He will have general 
supervision of all electrical work done 
by the city, ajid will see that all elec¬ 
trical appliances Installed by contract¬ 
ors are surrounded by the proper 
safeguards. It will be unlawful to put 
in any electrical machinery, wiring, ap¬ 
pliances or apparatus of any descrip¬ 
tion without flr?t obtaining a written 
permit from the Electrical Inspector. 
A copy of the new' ordinance will be 
furnished any person interested by the 
Board of Public Safety. 


Rainfall Just .27 of An Inch—What 
November Has Offered 
In Past. 


An investigation of the records at 
the local Weather Bureau office shows 
that October this year was a record- 
breaker in that it was the dryest month 
for the past thirty years, the total rain¬ 
fall for thirty-one days being .27 of 
an inch. In October, 1891, the rainfall 
was .35 of on inch, the nearest ap¬ 
proach to the record of the month Just 
closed. Light showers occurred on only 
two days of the month. As & result 
of the drouth w'heat in many sections 
of Kentucky has not even sprouted, 
there being no moisture to germinate 
the seed. Where It Is growing it is 
backward and sickly. Pastures have 
been prematurely shriveled and ponds 
and small streams are drying up. 

The average rainfall for the month 
of October is 2.56 inches, showing that 
the rainfall fOF the month Just closed 
tvas less than one-tenth of what it 
should have been. The records for No¬ 
vember covering thirty years show that 
the following conditions prevailed for 
that month, but are not to be taken 
as a forecast for the present Novem¬ 
ber: 

Temperature—Mean or normal tempera¬ 
ture, 46 degrees. The wnarnvust monrh was 
than of 1902, with an average of 54 de¬ 
grees. The coldest month was that of 18^. 
with an average of 37 degree*. The high¬ 
est temperature was 79. on the 6th, 1895. 
The low’est was 4 degrees, on the 29th. 
1872. Tho earliest date on which first 
"killing'* frost occurred in autumn, Refc- 
temfcer im. Average date on w'hich first 
"killing" frost occurred in autumn, Octo¬ 
ber 29. Average xlate on which last "kill¬ 
ing" frost occurred In spring, April 6 
The latest date on which last "killing" 
frost occurred In spring, May 14. 

Precipitation (rain or melted »now)— 
Average for the month, 3.99 inches. Aver¬ 
age number of days with .01 of an inch or 
more, ten. Thx* greatest monthly precipi¬ 
tation was 7 43 inches, In 1900. The least 
monthly precipitation was .56 of an inch 
in 1872. The greatest amount of precipita¬ 
tion recorded in any twenty-four consecu¬ 
tive hours was 8.16 Inches on the 3>th and 
21st, 1900 The greatest amount of snow 
fail recorded tn any twenty-four consecu 
tlve hours (record extending to winter of 
1884-86 only) was 2.6 inches, on the 29th 
and 30i h. 18S6. 

Clouds and Weather—Average number 
of clear days, nine; partly cioudy day*, 
eight; cloudy days, thirteen. The prevail¬ 
ing winds ’have been from 9he south. The 
average hourly velocity of the wind Is 
olght miles. The highest velocity of the 
wind was fifty-seven mUefr from the 
southwest, on the 26th. 1896.

Concerning the issuance of bonds of the 
city of Louisville in tho *um of three 
million five hundred thousand ($3.ooO,uOJ) 
dollar*, for the construction of sewer*, 
reconstruction of street* and improve¬ 
ment of Bea.rgrasa creek lor dralnago 
purposes. 

Be it ordained by the General Council 
of the city of IsotiUvUle: 

Section 1 That in order to raise money 
for the construction of avwers. the recon¬ 
struction of streets and t:io Improvement 
of Beargrass creek for drainage purpose*, 
the Mayor be and he is hereby authorised 
and directed to cause to l>e prepared 
bond* of the city of Louisville in the sum 
of three million five hundred thousand 
t$3,500,000) dollars, each of said bond* to 
be of the denomination of one thousand 
(11,000) dollars and to be dated March 1, 
mK>. and to become due and payable forty 
(40) years after said date, and to bear 
interest at the rate of three and one-half 
<3Vi> per cent, per annum, payable semi¬ 
annually, for which inteiest installments 
coupons shall be attached to said bonds; 
the principal and intere*r of said bonds to 
be made payable In gold coin of tho 
United States »f America of the nrcsexifc 
standard weight ajid fineness, and n*go- 
tlable and payable to beari&r at the First 
National Bank of the city of New York, 
In the State of New York; the *aid bonds 
to be signed by the Mayor and attested, 
by tire Comptroller, and sealed with tho 
Corporate S*al of the city of Louisville;

13 IN A CLASS BY HIMSELF. 


S AN Francisco. Oct. 31.—Jimmy Britt, 
of California, lost the light weight 
championship of the world to¬ 
night when he fouled Joe Gana, 
the holder of the title, who is a Baltimore 
negro. He had sent Cans to his knees in 
the fifth round and then. Inning his head, 
gave him a vicious punch, and Befereo 
Graney promptly awarded the decision 
to Guns on a foul. 

The same thing had happened In the 
lourth round. Guns hud dropped to his 
knees to escape a blow that did not land, 
llritt struck at him, but Graney would 
not allow the foul. In the next round, 
however, Graney very promptly recog¬ 
nized the foul fighting. 

It looked almost from the etart us if 
it were Britt's fight. He actually out- 
boxed Gans and landed blow after blow. 
In the fourth round it was apparent that 
Gans was scared and barring a foul the 
fight was Britt's to a certainty. 

While no excuse can be made for Britt 
kwlng his bead. It certainly seemed that 
Gans invited a foul. 

The decision was a great shock to the 
biggest crowd that ever filled the Pavil¬ 
ion, but fair-minded men agreed that 
Graney's Judgment was Just. Britt 
allowed marvelous strength and quick¬ 
ness. He went at Gans like a bud ter¬ 
rier. landing blows, alternating with 
swings on the Jaw. 

During the first three round* Gans aj>- 
penred cool and confident and fairly 
strong. He appeared to be feeling Britt 
out, but at the end of the third and at 
the beginning of the fourth, when Britt 
commenced to fight more viciously. Gang 
weakened perceptibly. He landed a few 
times on Britt, birt the little white boy 
paid no attention to the negro's light tnpj. 
and every time ho was hit he bored in 
more vldoufty than ever. There is no 
doub»t in the minds of the majority of 
those present that in another contest at 
the frame weights Britt would def at Gan* 
(really. 

• • • 

The Contest By Rounds. 

Time was called at 9:41 o'clock. 

Round 1—Britt went at once into his 
favorite crouched position and they 
sparred for some time. Britt shot his 
left twice In quick succession to Gans' 
body. but the blows were not forcible. 
After some more sparring Britt hooked 
his left to the body again and fallowed 
ft with a. right to the head. Both then 
missed rights and left* for the head, 
liritt uho-t his left to the body and missed 
a right for the head. Uaiu was apparent¬ 
ly sizing up Britt's reach. Gans missed a 
straight right for the head. Britt was 
abort with a left for the body and mlas»‘d 
a left for the head and the bell rang. 

The work In the round won light. Britt 
bad a Slight advantage. Gan.^ permitted 
Britt to do most ot the w*ork. Britt's 
blows were of a light nature and did no 
tlurm. 

Hound 2-Britt missed left and right for 
tin* body and they went to a clinch. Britt 
suddenly lunged Ms left to the head and 
tb-n brought U to the body. Gnus con¬ 
tinued to force Brkt about the ring uml 
they came to a clinch without result. 
Britt missed a left hook for the body and 
then sent a straight left to Gans’ nose. 
Gans retaliating with a left to the body 
Britt drove Gang back with a left swing 
to the body Brill bored in, scoring with 
left and right to the wind. In the mix- 
up both exchanged rights and lefts to the 
face. Britt missed a vicious left for the 
body They came together again. Britt 
ntiswltig right for the )>ody. A rally in the 
center of the ring followed, Britt landing 
right and left on the fa re .»<* the boil 
rung, but not before he had received a 
straight left to the head. Britt did 
of the leading In this round. The honors 
were about oven, however. 

Round 3—They mix'd it flercriy at co-se 
quarters, both doing some clever b >x ng 
Gnn» got in a good right to the body, 
but BrHt retaliated with n straight 1* f. 
hard to the htomacb. They mix* <1 again, 
Britt putting a left and right to the b dy. 
An Ineffectual mix-up followed. Briu 
caught G.in* with a terrific right to th 
Jaw, dazing the negro. He foilow<d the 
advantage with a right and left aw.ng 
to the head, forcing Gann to a clinch 
Britt rushed In. fighting wildly. He him- 
lxuv«J Gann' face and body with right 
and Is ft swings, and put some punishing 
right* over the h^rr Brin at ch>«e 
quartern, distressed Gans with a fearful 
light on the body. Gans dung deapeiate- 
ly to Britt to avoid punishment, and tl»e 
gong found them in this position. It was 
oil Britt's round.

while Gans was down, but a claim of 
foul was disallowed. Gans was In dis¬ 
tress and the gong saved him 

Round 5—They mixed it fiercely. Britt 
went after Gans llk« a whirlwind. Britt 
sent Gana to the floor with a succession 
of rights and lefts to the law. As Gans 
w'aa attempting to rise Britt mot him 
with a desperate right to the jaw. 

Referee Eddie Graney quickly disquali¬ 
fied Britt and awarded the decision to 
Gans. 

The excitement was terrific. Britt 
rushed at Graney like a madman and 
fought him to the ropes. A Kquad of po¬ 
lice immediately Jumped into the ring, 
and it looked as If there W’ould he a 
general fight. The house guve vent to Us 
disapproval by tremendous hooting and 
wildly cheered Britt as he went to tho 
center of the ring. 

GREAT CROWD IS PRESENT. 

Scenes At the Ringside Before the 
Men Put Up Their Hands. 

Pavilion, San Francisco, Oct. 31.— At the 
Mechanics' Pavilion to-night Joe Gans. 
of Baltimore, and James Britt, of this 
city, met In the ring In a battle that car¬ 
ried with It the undisputed title of world's 
champion of aJI light weights. The weight 
question, which has been agitating the 
sporting fraternity for days past, as far 
as Gans was concerned, was adjusted to 
a nicety and Mm men entered the ring at 
the specified notch—133 pounds ringside 

It Is doubtful If any match ever brought 
off in this city 1ms stirred up such a vast 
amount of interest a* that displayed over 
the result of to-night’* contest. Brttt and 
Gan* are admittedly the two cleverest 
and most finished boxers In their class 
the world has ever produced, and this 
fact, supplemented by the intense local 
pride In San Francisco’* wonderful fight¬ 
er was responsible for the enormou* 
throng that fought Its way into the pa¬ 
vilion to witness the champions exchange 
ther blow?*. 

There wa« N a repetition of the stirring 
scenes which usually attend Important 
ring contests In thl* city. All afternoon 
huge crowds stood in line awaiting tho 
opening of the general admission gates, 
and it required the constant vigilance of 
mounted police to keep this congested 
mass in alignment. At 8 o'clock the gal¬ 
lery was crowded to suffocation and at 
8:30 o’clock tho holders of reserved seat 
tickets occupied every chair on the lower 
floor. 

Delegations of fight followers from all 
Pacific con** points were conspicuous at 
the rtngshb* Los Angeles set the pace 
with several can* of enthusiasts, while 
l Portland. Ore., and the Puget Sound and 
| Rocky mountain sections were well rep¬ 
resented "Young Corbett" and "Bat¬ 
tling" Nelson. who are matched to fight 
in this <4ty on Novem.t>er 29 next, were 
among those present and each expressed 
his desire to meet tho winner of to-night's 
contest. 

A meeting between Gan* and BrRt hits 
been looked forward to for over two 
years, but the question of weight ajnl 
color Uoe proved a stumbling block and 
prevented the men getting together at an 
earlier date. Finally Gans, who has been 
fighting around the 140-pou.nd notch, 
agreed to mak* 133 pound* ringside; Britt 
waived th© color million, ami the men 
Immediately went Into ha£*l training 
With Gans taking off t-very atom of sur¬ 
plus flesh and with Britt at a weight ex¬ 
actly suited to hie splendid pytsique it 
was agreed that no more even match 
could have been consummated. Gans, 
however, found it no e**y task to make 
the required weight, and wna compelled 
to undergo a tftrerwjouw system of reduc¬ 
tion even up to Mi© rievemh hour In order 
to com© down to th© light-weight limit. 

In the meantime the gonorafl public has 
been timid in tv agering on the result, 
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Gans the Favorite. 

It was not until late this afternoon, 
when definite assurance was given that 
Gans had tilted the scales at 13;#* pounds, 
that speculation began In earnest. The 
negro waa at once mad© a warm favorite.

Chicago, Oct. 31.—Internal strife may 
develop among the membership of the 
South Englewood Improvement club as 
the result of the dinner given Wednes¬ 
day afternoon by Mrs. Henry McGee. 
7726 Union avenue, to the Frederick 
Douglass Center club, at which n num¬ 
ber of white women and colored women 
w f ere enter tallied and broke bread to¬ 
gether. Prominent members of the club 
who are near neighbors of Mrs. McGee 
have expressed surprise and indignation 
over the affair, sayw the Inter-Ocean. 

The dinner was given in the interest 
of the Frederick Douglass club, the 
avowed purpose of that organization 
being to promote race equality and to 
remove the social, political, and indus¬ 
trial disabilities under which the negro 
race labors. 

A number of men and women promi¬ 
nent in the sociological and economic 
life of Chicago were present and min¬ 
gled freely, on terms of cordiality, with 
the thirty-three colored women who had 
been Invited. 

Mrs. William Richards, who lives Just 
across the way from Mrs. McGee, was 
born in Virginia, where her father bnd 
a large plantation and numerous slave*. 

"I couldn’t betleve my eyes," said 
Mrs. Richards, "when I saw those col¬ 
ored people promenading up nnd down 
Mrs. McGee’s porch. I couldn't under- 
maud it nt all. 

"I don't like the Idea of it. I’m used 
to colored people—the kind we have in 
the trouth. There they are all right; 
they know their places and keep them, 
but these Northern negroes have too 
many liberties now." 

Mrs. A. Smith. 7723 Union avenue, on- 
other member of the South Englewood 
Improvement club, and who lives next 
door to Mrs. McGee, is a Kentuckian, 
and a Democrat. She confessed that 
she had done the baking for the dinner 
at which the colored women sat with 
the white women, but »he said with 
emphasis: 

"I did not sit at the table with them. 
T stood by and watched, ft was very 
Interesting, hut I would not demean 
myself by eating with them. I did not 
know what the nature of the dinner 
w*as to be when 1 did the cooking, or 
1 would never have done It. 1 con¬ 
sider It an insult."

Locomotive For Southern Pacific May 
Revolutionize Railway 
Operation. 


onstratlcn. The locomotive uses a 
combination of compressed air power, 
fuel oil-power and ©lectrical-power. It 
la an application of the Diesel type of 
engine to locomotion. The engine 
proper Is being Imilt at the Corliss 
works in Providence, R. 1 . 

This new locomotive Is the design 
and Joint product of Joseph H Hoad- 
ley, president of the International 
Power Company and organizer of th© 
American Locomotive Company, and 
Walter H. Knight, chief engineer of 
the International Power Company, and 
formerly with th© General Electric 
Company. It embraces sorti© remark¬ 
able features. The Diesel engine, 
which heretofore hus been applied to 
stationary engine work alone, will b© 
used to drive a dynamo, which will 
provide the electrical power for the lo¬ 
comotive. A speed of from 100 to l'-’ii 
miles an hour is expected on the trial 
run. There Is said to be* no limit with¬ 
in reason for the speed the locomotive 
might attain provided the roadbed ami 
other conditions permitted. An aver¬ 
age spt*rd of m miles an hour could 
be maintained from the Atlantic to th* 
Pacific If It were possible to get the 
right-of-way. 

TWO KNOXVILLE OFFICIALS

be revolutionized by a locomotive that 
will lie eoon turned over to the South¬ 
ern Pacific Railway, says a New York 
telegram to the Record-Henald.

The boy, though bright and 
having passed successfully through the 
fifth grade, was forced to leave school 
this term because he could not resist 
the desire to smoke.

Fits For Three Weeks. 


For three weeks he has been a vic¬ 
tim of “cigarette fits," a peculiar mal¬ 
ady which has been caused by the ef¬ 
fect of the nicotine on his brain. They 
cause temporary insanity, and while he 
Is In the spell he smokes more than at 
any other time. At first they came only 
once a week, then there were two each 
week and recently they have been even 
more close together. One of the fits 
came upon the boy Sunday afternoon, 
and while under Its Influence lie 
climbed up on the roof of a house. His 
father followed him and with great dif¬ 
ficulty got him back to the ground In 
safety. 

**I have tried to stop smoking, but I 
can't/* said the boy at the Jail yester¬ 
day afternoon. “I started two years 
ago smoking com stalk cigarettes. 
Then I got into tobacco. For a long 
time I did not Inhale, but now I inhale 
at every puff. I smoke a big five-cent 
sack of tobacco every day. It makes 
about thirty or forty cigarettes and 
keeps me with one In my mouth all the 
time. Mother sends to the grocery and 
gets the tobacco for me. liecause she 
knows I have got tu have it, She has 
bought medicine for me, but none of it 
has done me any good. ! don’t remem¬ 
ber anything about what I did this 
morning, but 1 guess It is all true. I 
once tried to set myself on fire when f 
was in a fit. I never remember what 
happens when 1 have one of the fits.

Cannot Remember Actions. 


"Before 1 have a fit I can’t eat any¬ 
thing for a while. As long as I can 
choke rood down I can keep them off. 
but when a fit Is coming on l can’t eat 
n bite. I would give anything in the 
world If 1 could quit, because T want 
to go on to school. You see I can't go, 
because 1 couldn’t smoke In school, and 
If I didn’t 1 might have a flt. and there 
is no telling what t would do then. I 
don’t know what they can do with me. 
T hope they can get somebody to cure 
m<» of this hftblt. 

“When 1 get the desire to smoke It Is 
s*i strong that I can’t get away from 
it if there Is any chance of getting a 
« Igarette. T gnve my tobacco to the po. 
lice this morning, ami I have not had a 
smoke since. I don’t know how I am 
going to stand it here In jail without 
anything to smoke but I am going to 
hold out just as long as I can.”

HOPES OF TAXPAYERS’ 
REALIZED. 


LEAGUE 


HOPE FOR ENTIRE SYSTEM. 


All obstacles have been overcome and 
a/oorps of workmen are now engaged 
In the construction of the long desired 
parkway from Portland to Western 
Park. Work was commenced yester¬ 
day under the pupervlsion of Cecil Fra¬ 
ser. engineer of the Board of Park 
Commissioners. Ground for the new 
parkway was broken at Fortieth and 
High streets and will continue until 
the drive la completed, barring weather 
conditions that will render work im¬ 
possible. 

The parkway, which Is a part of a 
general system in contemplation that 
will connect Eastern Park with West- 
ern Park, will probably be completed 
in three months It will be 120 feet 
wide, with an asphalt driveway In the 
center and electric railway right? on 
either side. It will be fringed with 
two nows of trees dividing the drive¬ 
way from the railways. The trees will 
be two rows of sycamore* and two of 
oak 

The route Is along the second shelf 
above the Ohio river, and will afTord 
a fascinating view of *the river the en¬ 
tire route. It Is the plan of the Board 
of Park Commissioner* to build the 
parkway from Fortieth and High 
streets to Market under the present 
plans, while the general plan Is 'to con¬ 
tinue the work as rapidly as possible 
to complete the parkway system, link¬ 
ing together with a broad, picturesque 
driveway the city's prettiest parks 
v\ hen completed the parkway will be 
eleven miles long, and will skirt the 
city limits from Eastern Park to the 
river, terminating at Fortieth and High 
streets in Portland.

League Work Undaunted. 


Edward* Hall, against whom an In¬ 
dictment was brought for false swear¬ 
ing in the case of William T. CundifT. 
charged with the murder of Tom Bish¬ 
op, pleaded not guilty when arraigned 
yesterday tn the Criminal Court. At 
first the defendant seemed to be willing 
to admit his guilt, but on account of 
the absence of his attorney the pk?a of 
not guilty was entered and his cA»e 
passed until November 14. According 
to Joseph M Huflfaker. Common¬ 
wealth's Attorney. CundlfTs acquittal 
depended large on the testimony fur¬ 
nished by Hail. 

The killing of Bishop was the result 
of a crap game in the latter’s house in 
the oounty. Cundiff claimed that Bish¬ 
op grabbed him by the throat and was 
trying to cut him when his sister. Fan¬ 
ny Cundiff, drew a pistol and fired the 
fatal shot. It was established through 
other witnesses by the defense that 
there was a general fight In progress 
at the time of the shooting. Hall, how¬ 
ever. swore that when passing Bishop’s 
house and hearing loud talking he rail 
to the kitchen window and looked in. 
He said further he saw Bishop with 
his hand upon Cundtff's tlnoat trying 
to cut him. It was then, he said, that 
Fanny CundifT fired the shot. The 
Commonwealth claims to have witness¬ 
es who will swear that Hall at the time 
of the killing was on the farm of Robert 
Cox, five miles from the scene of the 
killing.
